Washing ton (P — The Su­ 
preme Court has v oided Vir­ 
g inia’s poll tax and u s e d 
lang uag e that amounts to a 
bar ag ainst any fee require­ 
ment or wealth qualification 
for the rig ht to v ote. 
J ustice J ohn M. Harlan in 
a dissenting opinion treated 
the ruling as “ the final demise 
of state poll taxes.’* 
The 6-3 decision was an­ 
nounced by J nstice William 0. 
Doug las. 
In two other states — Ala­ 
bama and Texas — federal 
courts hav e held the poll tax 
unconstitutional. The poll tax 
is still used in Mississippi 
and Vermont 
Doug las declared that “ a 
state v iolates the equal pro­ 
tection clause of the 14th 
Amendment 
whenev er 
it 
makes the affluence of the 
v oter or payment 
any fee 
an electoral stan^fuxl.” 
J ustices Rug o L. Black and 
J ohn M. Harlan wrote dissent­ 
ing opinions. J ustice Potter 
Stewart joining in the Har- 
Ian opinion. 
For the majority, Doug las 
declared: 
“ The principle that denies 
the state the rig ht to dilute 
a citizen’s v ote on account of 
his economic status or other 
such factors, by analog y bars 
a system wMch e x c l u d e s 
those unable to pay a fee to 
v ote, or who fail to pay.’’ 
^Toe Precious’ 
Doug las said the majority’s 
conclusion “ is founded not bn 
what we think g ov ernmental 
policy should be, but on what 
the equal protection clause re­ 
quires. 
“ We hav e long been mind­ 
ful that where fundamental 
rig hts and liberties are as­ 
serted under the equal pre­ 
lection clause, elassifieatiens 
which mig ht inv ade or re­ 
strain them must be closely 
scrutinized and carefuUy con­ 
fined . .. 
“ Those principles a p p l y 
here. For to repeat, wealth 
or fee paying has, in our 
v iew, no relation to v oting 
qualifications; the rig ht to 
v ote is too precious, too funda­ 
mental to be so burdened or 
conditioned.’’ 
Matter of Concern 
J ustice Harlan’s dissenting 
opinion said the final demise 
of sUte poll taxes “ is per­ 
haps in itself not of g reat mo­ 
ment.” 
“ But,” said Harlan, “ the 
fact that the coup de g race 
has been administered by tlpii 
court instead of being left to 
the affected states or to the 
f e d e r a l pelitical process 
should be a matter of eon- 
tinuing concm to all Inter­ 
ested In attaining the proper 
role of this tribunal under our 
scheme ol g ov ernment” 
Harlan said 
feels there 
is a rational basis for Virg in­ 
ia’s poll tax as a v oting quali­ 
fication, adding , “ It is all 
wrong in my v iew for the 
court to adopt the political 
doctrines popularly accepted 
at a particular moment of our 
history and to declare all oth­ 
ers to be irrational and inv id­ 
ious, barring them from the 
rang e of choice by reasonably 
minded people acting throug h 
the political process.”

J akarta (UPI) — Parlia­ 
ment has unanimously ap­ 
prov ed the arrest of 15 pro- 
Ck)mmunist cabinet members 
including President Sukarno’s 
close personal adv iser. Dr 
Subaifdrio. 
The action came after Su­ 
karno made a dramatic ap­ 
pearance'at a diplomatie re­ 
ception and declared himself 
“ stni prerident. . . still eem- 
mander-in-chief . . . stiU 
prime minister . . . still man­ 
dator . . . still leader of the 
Indonesian rev olution . . . ” 
Diplomatic sources said Su­ 
karno has mov ed to reassert 
authority by balking at anti­ 
communist cabinet nomina­ 
tions sug g ested by the con­ 
trolling military leaders. 
But the lawmakers appar­ 
ently were with the military. 
Their resolution called upon 
Sukarno to dismiss without 
honor” all Commimists and 
fellow trav elers in the g ov ­ 
ernment. liiey asked him to 
form a new cabinet free of 
Reds and anyone connected 
with last year’s attempted 
Communist coup. 
The military reg ime of Lt. 
Gen. Suhart took the 15 cab­ 
inet ministers into “ protec­ 
tiv e custody” March 18. 
Observ ers here said Sukar­ 
no’s resistance probably will 
make little difference in the 
end.

With scarcely any deep 
snowfall, March has al­ 
ready enwrapped 19 fatali­ 
ties in a white shroud in a 
12-hour blizzard of 1966. 


Approximately 20 died in 
a 55-day series of snows 
and bliziards in 1949 which 
caused 6 6 counties of Ne­ 
braska to be labeled fed­ 
eral disaster areas, called 
out the Nebraska National 
Guard in Operation Snow­ 
bound, cost 15 million in 
snow remov al and claimed 
flO million of cattle dam­ 
ag e. 


The famous Blizzard of 
’88 claimed more than 200 
in Nebraska and more than 
1,000 liv es in the middle 
west.

Second rule is “ S t a y 
home when tiie w e a t h e r 
chang es and stay off hig h­ 
ways.” 
Third rule is “ Stay on 
well-trav eled roads if you 
are a l rea dy en route o r 
away from home.” 
F 0 u r th rule is “ Don’t 
leav e your car unless you 
can see other shelter within 
the rang e of v isibility.” 
If you leav e the car mo­ 
tor and heater running , 
crack the window to permit 
air circulation and to av oid 
carbon-monoxide poisoning . 
Ev en without a heater the 
car out of you become 
to support life for a l o n g 
period of time and act as a 
break ag ainst the wind. 
Sixth rule is to be pre­ 
pared with blankets, candy 
bars or food, warm wraps, 
ice scrapers and snow tires 
or chains in your car. 
But don’t try to dig your 
car out if you becmme 
stuck. The combination of 
panic, ov erexertion and low 
temperatures blown rig ht 
into your skin by the wind 
can cause heart attacks. 
Av oid them by staying with­ 
in the protection of the car.

Daimebrog 
residents hav e supplied th e 
family with a home and 
clothing until they are able to 
replace their own. 
Biaze in Omaha 
Another Tuesday 
ni g h t 
blaze at the Railroad J obbing 
Co. at the north edg e of the 
downtown Omaha retail dis­ 
trict c a u s e d considerable 
damag e. Firemen battled th e 
blaze for three hours in winds 
that g usted up to 50 m.p h. 
Etiects on the state’s cattle

Rural Po wer Transitio n 


The nation’s rural electric op erations, in­ 
deed all of American agriculture, will be vi- 
t i ^ affected by changes shap ing up in the 
fiaaacing of rural p ower service. 


The suggested changes, toen to come 
before Congress, wiO be a start toward 
weaning the mral electric organizations 
from federal financing. At a gen- 
p rincip le, this is good. Low interest 
M eral loaas have been the salvation of 
Oe mral p ower systems, but maay of 
them BOW caa bold their own withoat this 
assistance. 


This distinction is p articularly imp or­ 
tant to Nebrask a which has an average of 
only 1.8 consumers p er mile of rural line 
as comp ared with a national average of 
33.2. Nebrask a’s rural electric systems av­ 
erage only $329 p er mile of annual rev­ 
enue on their lines, comp ared with $7,164 
nationally. 


The National Rural Electric Coop erative 
Assn. (NRECA) 
is p lugging for several 
changes in the bill p rop osed by President 
Johnson. 


It will be imp ortant, though, that the 
transition not be so abrup t thid electrical 
service in rural areas is jeop ardized or made 
p rohibitively exp ensive. 
TTie p lan, as outlined by the J(dmson ad­ 
ministration, calls for setttog up a sep arate 
financing agency fo r the rural electric sys­ 
tems similar to the farm credit bank s or 
federal Isnd bank s. This would involve a mix­ 
ture of federal and p rivate financing. 
This naturally will mean higher 
l oa n 
rates for the more successful op erations in 
more densely p op ulated areas. But the intent 
is to maintain the low interest rates for the 
hard-p ressed systems whk h have few custom­ 
ers 
many miles of line. 


One would p rovide a $750 million mini­ 
mum federal p articip ation in the p rop osed 
bank instead of the $500 million caUed for 
by the administration. Another would imp ose 
a maximum of 
3% interest on loans from 
the p rivate mark et rather than the 4% ask ed 
by the administration. 
The NRECA requests seem reasonable in 
the transition of the rural p ower p rogram 
from total dep endence on federal financing.

Conditions were also bad on 
the Keweenaw Peninsula pok­ 
ing into Lake Superior, where 
the storm b r o u gh t heav y 
snow and high winds. Drifts 
were fiv e feet deep in the 
streets of Ishpeming, Mich. 
More than 14 inches of 
snow was on the gr o u n d 
Thursday 
in 
Mimieapolis. 
Twelv e inches spread across 
western Wisco nsin and 10 
inches were reported in parts 
of Iowa and Nebraska. Stiff 
winds, blew the snow into 
street-blocking drifts. 
Minnesota and Iowa count­ 
ed four storm-related deaths. 
Wisconsin had one and Soitih 
Dakota, Wy oming and Colo­ 
rado had two each.

The Patrol adds that not too 
many professional criminals 
live in Nebraska because they 
prefer the anonymity of larg­ 
er cities. They hasten to add, 
however, that the state does 
have its share of “good bur­ 
sars.” 
Because of this increased 
mobility of criminals the fugi­ 
tive Felon Act was amended 
in 1961 to provide for FBI in­ 
tervention in any instance 
where a felony is committed 
and a felony warrant issued. 
Prior to the amendment, FBI 
involrement was limited to 
specific crimes such as mur­ 
der and kidnaping. 
Charles B a t e s , agent-in- 


charge of the Omaha FBI of­ 
fice, said that u nde r the 
amended law the FBI partici­ 
pated in 3,361 arrests in fis­ 
cal 1965 as compared with 
o nl y 1,400 arrests in fiscal 
1961, prior to the amending. 
Another crime-connected in­ 
crease is represented in the 
current inmate population of 
prisons. Nebraska’s 850K:ount 
is 13% higher than in 1956 and 
40% above the count 20 years 
ago. 
In immediate post • World 
War II days, the average con­ 
vict was an experienced pro­ 
fession in his 30s or 40s. To­ 
day the typical inmate is in­ 
experienced and in his 20s. 
‘Will Get Older’ 
His age will increase before 
he is released and, according 
to prison officials, so will his 
experience as he gains knowl­ 
edge from the professionals, 
most of whom were convicted 
of burglary, robbery, break- 
ins or bad checks. 
With his release comes the 
good possibility of acceptance 
as a fuU-fledged member of 
the professional c r i m i na l
